The marble altar dedicated to Our Lady of Sorrows, just being 
completed in Our Lady of Sorrows Church, is a veritable gem of 
artistic perfection, and all who have seen it have admired its beauty. 

An unusual design is seen in this altar, which at once attracts the 
attention of the observer. There is a wealth of detail in the plan of its 
construction, yet with all of the detail it is most pleasing to the eye. 

Supporting the base of this fine creation in Carrara marble and under 



appears on the risers of the candlesteps and along the base of the 
reredos. The dome of the tabernacle is also embellished with a rich 
design of colored Mosaic, as is the dome of the cupola on the very 
top of the altar. 

Some idea of the size of this altar may be gained from the explana- 
tion that the niche shown in the illustration is large enough to accom- 
modate a statue of Our Lady of Sorrows in six-foot proportions. It is

seen in the dome above.
